It appears by the published Journals of the 
Senate, th at on the 20 th o f D ecem ber last, a 
resolution was offered by 
a m em ber o f the 
S en ate, which, after a protracted debate, was, 
on the tw enty-eighth day o f M arch last, modi- 
and passed by 
the votes 


with these exceptions, each of the three great 
departm ents is inde{H*ndent of the others in its 
sphere of action ; and when it deviates from 
th.it sphere, is not responsible 
to the other», 
further than it is expressly m ade so in the 
constitution. 
In every other respect, each of | 
tliein is the coequal of the other two, and all 
are 
the servants of the A m erican people, 
without power or right to control or censure 
each of her, in the service of their common 
superior, save only in 
the m an n er and to 
the 
degree 
which that 
superior 
has 
pre­ 
scribed. 
T h e responsibilities of the President are nu- 
, merons and weiglily. 
U*! i* 
liable 
to im- 
’ peachm ent for liigli crim es and misdemeanor.s 
and, on due conviction, to removal from of, 
fice, and perpetual disqualification ; and not­ 
w ithstanding such conviction, he may also be- 
indictod and punished according to law. 
lie 
is also liable to the private action of any parly 
who may have been injured by 
his illegal 
m andates or instructions, in the same m anner, 
and to the same ex te n t as the hum blest func­ 
tionary. 
In addition 
to the resporisibililies 
which may thus be enforced by im peachm ent, 
crim inal prosecution, or suit at law, be is also 
accountable to the bar o f public opinion, for 
every act ofliis administration. 
Subject only 
to the restraints of T rulli and Justice, the free

“ Executive 
proceedings in relation to the 
“ public revenue, has assum ed upon him self 
“ authority and power not conferred 
by the 
“ Constitution and laws, but in derogation of 
“ both.” 
H av in g had the honor, th ro u g h the v olunta­ 
ry suffrages of the A m erican 
People, to fill 
the office o f President of the 
U nited Stales, 
during the period w hich m ay be presum ed to 
have been referred to in this resolution, it is 
sufficiently evident that the censure it inflicts 
was intended 
for myself. 
W ith o u t notice, 
unheard and untried, 1 thus find m yselfcharg- 
ed on the records o f the S enate, and in a form 
hitherto unknow n 
in our history, 
with the 
high crim e o f violating the laws and constitu­ 
tion of my country. 
It can seldom be necessary for any D ep art­ 
m e n t of the G o vernm ent, when assailed in 
conversation, or debate, or by 
the strictures 
o f the press or of popular assemblies, to step 
o u t of its ordinary path for the purpose of vin ­ 
dicating its conduct, or of pointing out any 
irregularity or injustice in the m anner o f the 
attack . 
B ut w hen the Chief E xecutive M a g ­ 
istrate 
is, by 
one of the most im portant 
branches of the 
G o v ern m en t, in its official 
capacity, in a public m anner, and by its re­ 
corded sentence, but w ithout precedent, com ­ 
p eten t authority, or ju st cause, declared g uil­ 
ty of a breach of the laws and constitution, 
it is due to his station, to public opinion, and 
lo a proper self-respect, th at the officer thus 
denounced should prom ptly expose the w rong 
w hich has been done. 
In the present case, m oreover, there is even 
a stronger necessity for such a vindication.— 
B y an express provision o f the constitution, 
before the President of the U nited States can 
e n te r on the execution of his office, he is re­ 
quired to take on oath or affirmation in the 
follow ing words : 
“ 1 do solemnly sw ear (or affirm) th at 1 will 
“ faithfully execute the office of President of 
*‘ the U nited S ta te s ; and 
will, to the best 
“ of my ability, 
preserve, protect, and de- 
“ fend the C onstitution of the U nitedS tales.” 
T h e duty of defending, so far as in him 
lies, the integrity o f the constitution, would 
indeed have resulted from the very natu re of 
his office ; but by thus expressing it in the 
official oath or aftinnation, w hich in this res­ 
pect, differs from that of every ofher function­ 
ary, the founders of our R epublic have atte st­ 
ed their sense o f its importance, and have g iv ­ 
en to it a peculiar solemnity and force. Bound 
to the performance of this duty by the oath 1 
have taken, by tlie strongest obligations of gra­ 
titude to the A m erican People, and 
by the 
ties which unite m y every earthly 
interest 
with the welfare and glory of m y 
country ; 
and perfectly convinced th at the discussion 
and passage of the above m entioned resolution 
were not only unauthorized by the constitution 
but in m any respects re p u g n an t to its provis­ 
ions and subversive of the rights secured by 
it to other co-ordinate departm ents, 1 deem it 
nn imperative duty to m ainlain the suprem acy 
o f that sacred instrum ent, and the im m unities 
of the departm ent intrusted to iny care, by all 
means consistent with ray ow n law ful powers, 
with the rights of others, and w ith the genius 
of our civil institutions. 
T o this end, 1 have 
caused this, ray solem n protest against the 
aforesaid proceedinscs, to be placed on the files 
of the E xecutive D ep artm en t, and to be tran s­ 
m itted to the S enate. 
It is alike due to the subject, the S enate, 
and the |»eople, th at the view s w hich 1 have 
taken of the 
proceedings referred 
lo, and 
w hich compel me to regard them in the ligli> 
th at has been m entioned, should be exhibited, 
at length, and with the freedom and lirinness 
w hich are required by an occasion so un p re­ 
cedented and peculiar. 
U nder the constitution o f the U nited Stales, 
the powers and functions of the various d e­ 
partm ents of tlie Federal G o v ern m en t, and 
llieir responsibilities 
for violation or neglect 
of duty, are clearly defined, or result by n e ­ 
cessary inference. 
T h e 
Legislative power, 
subject to the qualified negative ot the P resi­ 
dent, is vested in the C ongress of the United 
States, composed of the S enate and House of 
Representatives. 
Tiie 
Exécutive 
pow er is 
vested exclusively in the P resident, except 
that in the conclusion of treaties and in certain 
appointm ents lo office, he is to act with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. 
'I h e J u d i­ 
cial power is vested exclusively in 
the S u ­ 
preme and other C ourts of the United Stales, 
except in cases of im peachm ent, for whicli 
purpose tlie accusatory pow er is vested in the 
House ot R epresentatives, and that of hearing 
and determ ining, in the S enate. 
B u t aitho’ 
for the special purposes whicii have been m en­ 
tioned, there is an occasional interm ixture of 
the powers of the diflerent d sp artm en ts, yet

and prom ulgate their opinions concerning it. 
Indirectly, also, his conduct m ay come under 
review in either branch of the L egislature, or 
in the Senate 
w hen acting in its E.xeculive 
capacity, and so far as the E xecutive nr L e g ­ 
islative proceedings of these bodies may re­ 
quire it, it m ay be exam ined by them . 
T hese 
are believed to be the proper and only modes 
in which the President of the,U nited Stales 
is to be held 
accountable 
for 
his 
official 
conduct. 
T ested by these principles, the 
resolution 
of the S enate is wholly unauthorized by the 
constitution, and 
in 
derogation of its entire 
spirit. 
It assum es that a single branch of the 
Legislative D ep artm en t m ay, for the purposes 
of a public censure, and w ithout any vie w to 
legislation or im peachm ent, lake up, consider, 
and decide upon the official acts of the E x e c u ­ 
tive. 
B ut in no part of the constitution is the 
President subjected to any such responsibili­ 
ty ; and in no part o f that instru m en t is any 
such power conferred on either branch of t.'ie 
Legislature. 
T h e justice 
of these conclusions 
will be 
illustrated and confirmed by a brief analysis 
of the powers o f the 
S enate, and a com par­ 
ison of their recent proceedings witlr those 
powers. 
T h e high functions assigned by the consti­ 
tution to the S enate, are in their nature either 
Legislative, E xecutive or Judicial. 
It is only 
in the exercise of its Judicial pow’ers, w hen 
silting as a court for the trial of im peach­ 
m ents, th at the S enate is expressly authorized 
and necessarily required lo consider and de­ 
cide upon the conduct of the President, or any 
other public officer. 
Indirectly, how ever, as 
has already been suggested, it may frequently 
be called on to perform that office. Cases may 
occur in the course of its Legislative or E x e ­ 
cutive proceedings, in which it may be indis­ 
pensable lo the proper exercise of its powers, 
that it should inquire 
into, and decide upon 
the conduct of the President or other public 
officers ; and in every such case, its constitu­ 
tional right lo do so is cheerfully conceded.— 
B ut to authorize the Senate to enter on such 
a task in its Legislative or E xecutive capacity, 
the inquiry m ust actually grow 
out of and 
tend to some Legislative or E xecutive action , 
and the decision w hen expressed, 
m ust take 
the form of some appropriate 
Legislative or 
Executive act. 
T h e resolution in question was introduced, 
discussed, and passed, no t as a jo in t, b u t as a 
separate resolution. 
It asserts no Legislative 
power, proposes no Legislative action ; and 
neither possesses the form nor any of the a t­ 
tributes o f a Legislative m easure. 
It does not 
appear lo have been enleriained or passed, 
with any view or expectation of its issuing in 
a law or jo in t resolution, 6r in the repeal of 
any law or joint resolution, or in any other 
Legislative action. 
W h ilst w anting both the form and substance 
of a Legislative niea.sure, it is equally raani- 
test, liiat the resolution wasj not justified by 
any of the E xecutive powers conferred on tlie 
Senate. 
T hese powers relate exclusively to 
llie consideration of treaties and nom inations 
to office; and they are exercised in secret 
session, and with closed doors. 
T his resolu­ 
tion does not apply lo any treaty or nomiiia- ^ 
tion, and was passed in a public session. 
i 
Nor docs tliis proceeding in any way belong 
to tliat class of incidental resolutions which 
relate to the officers of the S enate, to t h e i r : 
cham ber, and other appurtenances, or to sub-1 
jects of order, and other m atters of the like 
n a tu re —I n all w hich either H ouse rnay law ­ 
fully proceed, w ithout any co-operation with 
the other, or with the Bresident. 
O n the contrary, the whole phraseology and ' 
sense of the resolution seem to be judicial, j 
Its essence, true character, and only practical • 
eflect, are to be found la the conduct w hich it 
charges upon the Fresident, and in the ju d g ­ 
m ent w hich it pronounces on that conduct. 
T h e resolution, therefore, tliough discussed 
and adopted by the Senate in its Legislative 
capacity, is, in its office, and in all its charac­ 
teristics, essentially judicial. 
'I'hat the S enate possesses a high judicial 
power, and that instances may occur in which 
the Bresident of the U nited States will be 
am enable to it, is undeniable. 
B u t under the 
provisions o f the constitution, it would seem 
to be equally plain that neither the Bresident 
nor any othsr officer can be rightly subjected 
lo lh e operation o f the judicial power of the 
S enate, except in tlie cases and under the 
forms prescribed by the constitution. 
T h e constitution declares that “ tlie Bresi- 
deiit, Vice B resident, and all civil officers of 
the United States, shall be removed from o t - • 
fice on iiiipeachmerit for, and conviction of j 
treason, bribery, or other high crim es and 
m isdemeanors” — that the H ouse of R epresen­ 
tatives “ shall have the sole power ofiiiipt-ach- 
m e n t” — that the S enate “ shall^ have tiie sole 
power to try all iiupeachm ents” — that “ when . 
silling for th at purpose, they shall be on oath 
or alfirniation” — that “ when the Bresident ot ; 
the U nited Slates is tried, the Cliief Justice ! 
shall preside” — th at “ no person shall be co n ­ 
victed w ithout the concurrence of t vo-thirds 
of the m em bers p resen t”— and that “ ju d g m en t 
shall not e x ten d further than to leinoval frotn 


T h e lesolution, 
was in siibslanco an 
impuachnient ot the Bresident ; and in its pas- 
sage, am ounts to a leclaratioii by a mujoiity 
of the S enate, that le is guilty of an im peach­ 
able offence. 
As eiiih, it is spread upon tlie 
journals ot the Senate-» publislu'd lo ihe na­ 
tion and to the worlil—made part of our e n ­ 
during archives—an* incorporated in the his­ 
tory of the age. 
T h e punishiut nl of removal 
from office and fulute disqualiticution, does 
not, it is true, follow this decision ; nor would 
it have followed the I ke decision, if the regu­ 
lar forms of proceeding had been pursued, be­ 
cause the requisite nuii ber did not concur in 
tlie result. 
B ut the iniral inlluetice of a sol­ 
em n declaration, by a irajority of the Senate, 
that the accused is guilty of the ofloiice charg­ 
ed upon him, lias been m eflVcUially secured, 
as if the like declaration bad been made uiioii 
an im peachinenl expressed in llie same terms. 
Indeed, a greater practical etfect has been 
gained, because the vot«i given tor the reso­ 
lution, though not sufficient to authorize a 
ju d g m en t of guilty on ar. inipeaclimeiit, were 
num erous enough to carrj that resolution. 
T h a t tlie resolution does not expressly al­ 
lege that the assum ption of power and author- ! 
ity, which it condem ns, was iateritional and 
corrupt, is no answ er to die precedirg view 
of its character and effect. 
The act thus con­ 
dem ned, necessarily implies volition and d e ­ 
sign in the individual to vdiorn it is imputed, 
and being unlaw ful in its character, the legal 
conclusion is, that it was prompted by impro­ 
per motives, and cominilted with an unlaw ful 
intent. 
T h e charge is not of a mistake in the 
exercise o f supposed powers, but of the a s­ 
sum ption of powers not conferred by the co n ­ 
stitution and laws, bu t in derogat/)n of both, 
and nothing is suggested to excuse or palliate 
the turpitude of the act. 
In the ab<ence of 
any such excuse, or palliation, tliere « only 
room for one inference ; and that is, that the 
intent was unlaw lul and corrupt. 
Besides, 
the resolution not only contains no mitigating 


legal and rational presumptmii cm tlieir part 
ought lo liiivc bee'll, ih it if there was good 
reason to believe him g m lty ol an iiiipeaehn- ■ 
ble offence, the House 
ol

Country. 
'Ih e contrary prcHtimplion would 
involve an iniplicalicm derogatory to the in- 
tegrity and honor of tlie llepresentatives ot 
the Beople. 
B ut suppose lliat the BU8|HCnm 
thus implied were ucluully < ntertuiaed, and 
fur gotiil cause, how can it justify the assump- 
lion by the Senate of powujrs not conferred by 
tfie cuiistilulion * 
it is only necessary to look at llie condition 
III which the Seriate and the l*ie»uleiil liave 
been placed by tins proceeding, lo perceive its 
utter mcompulibilily with the provisions ami 
tlie spirit cd the ccinstilutioii, and with the 
plaine st dictate's cd' liumaiiily and justice*. 
It the House ol Representatives shall be ol 
n|)iniuii that there is j»*«t ground ior Ihe c e n ­ 
sure pronounced upon 
the I'resideril, then 
will it be the solemn duty of that House* lo 
prefer the proper accusation, and to cause him 
to he brouirlil to trial by tlie constitutionul 
trihuual. 
B ut in what condition would he 
find that trihuual .^ A majority cd‘ its m em bers j 
have already consielered ftie case, ami have j 
not only formed but expressed a deliberate 
ju d g m en t upon its uieiits. 
it is the policy of 
our benign system s of jurisprudence, to se­ 
cure, in all criminal proceedings, and even in 
the most trivial litigations, a lair, u n preju­ 
diced, and impartial Inal. 
And surely it c a n ­ 
not be less im portant that such a trial should 
be secured to the luglicst officer of ibo G o v ­ 
ernm ent. 
T he constitution m akes the House of R e p ­ 
resentatives the exclusive judges, in the first 
instance, ot tlie question, w hether the Bresi- 
deal has eoiuinitled an iaipeacliuble offence. 
A innjorily of the Sem ite, whoso inlerl'ereiice 
with this prelim inary question, has, lor the 
best of oil reasons, been studicuisly excluded, 
anticipate the action of the House ot Repre- 
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accusers, w itnesses, counsel, aim juuges, 
and prejudge the vvhole case. 
'I’hus preseiil- 
censure and reprobation: and thus as distinct­ 
ly stam ps it with im purity of motive, as if the 
strongest epithets had been used. 
T h e Bresident of the United States, th ere ­ 
fore, has been, by a luujorfty of his constitu­ 
tional triers, accused and found guilty of an 
impeachable offence : but in no part of tins 
proceeding have the directions of the consti- 
tutiun been observed. 
'Bhe im peachm ent, instead of being prefer­ 
red and prosecuted by the House of R ep re­ 
sentatives, originated in Ifie fcJenate, and was 
prosecuted w ithout the aid or concurrence ol 
the other House. 
'Bhe oatli or affirmation 
prescribed by tlie constitution, was not taken 
by the Senators ; the C hief Justice did not 
preside ; no notice of the charge was given to 
tlie 
a c c u s e d ; and no opportunity 
afforded 
him to respond to the accusation, to m eet his 
accusers face to face, to cross exam ine the 
witnesses, to procure courAeracling testim ony, 
or to be heard in his defence. 
'Fho sale- 
guards and tbrmalilies wliich the constitution 
has connected with the power oriuipeachinent, 
were doubtless supposed by the framers of 
that instrum ent, to be essential to the pro­ 
tection of the public servant, to the attain- 
luent of justice, and to the order, im partiality, 
and dignity of the procedure. 
These safe­ 
guards and foimaUties were not only practi­ 
cally disregarded, in the com m encem ent and 
conduct of these proceedings, but in their re­ 
sult, 1 find myself convicted by less than two- 
thirds of the m em bers pre»enl, of an im peach­ 
able offence. 


ing the appalling spectacle, in a free stale, ol 
ju d g es going through a labored preparation 
for an impartial hearing and decision, by a 
previous ex parte investigation and sentence 
against the supposed offender. 
'Fherc is no more settled axiom in that gov- 
erminriit rriif—-«»* w*» tionuoii iji*» 
iil till* 
part of our constitution than, that “ tlie Lords 
cannot impeach any to tiieinselves, nor join 
in the accusation, because theij are ju d g es " — 
Independently of the general reasons on which 
this rule is Ibunded, its propriety and im port­ 
ance are greatly increased by the nature of 
the im peaching power. 'Fbe power ol arraig n ­ 
ing the high officers of G overiiinent, before a 
tribunal whose sentence may expel them from 
iheir seals and brand them as infam ous, is 
em inenliy a popular rem ed y —a rem edy de­ 
signed to be employed for the protection ol 
(irivale right and public liberty, against the 
abuses of injustice and the encroacbineiit ol 
arbitrary power. 
But the framers of tlie co n ­ 
stitution were also undoubtedly aw are, that 
this formidable 
inslruiiieiil had 
been, 
and 
m ight be abused : 
and llial from its very n a­ 
ture, an im peachm ent for high crim es and 
misdemeanors, whulevei' miglit be its result, 
would in most cases be ac.conipaiiied by so 
mucli of dishonor and reproach, solicitude and 
suffering, as lo m ake the power ol preferring 
it, one of ifie liigliest boiemnily and luiporl- 
ance. 
It was due to botii ihese toiisidera* 
lions, that the im peaching power should be

It is because it did not as.suine 
the form of an impeachm ent, th at it is tiie 
more palpably rep u g n an t to the constitution ;

and though neither removal from office nor 
future disqualification ens les, yet it is not to

After the motion had been decided 
in the negative it was perceived that these 
words did not convey the sense of the House 
of Representatives, in relation to the true 
source of the power of removal 
W ith the 
avowed object of preventing any future infer­ 
ence, that this power was exercised by the 
President in virtue of a grant from Congress, 
wIn n in fact that body considered it as deriv­ 
ed from the cun.sliiiitioii, the words which had 
been the subject of debate were »truck out, 
and in lieu thereof a clause was inserted in a 
provision concerning the Chief Clerk of tin* 
D epartm ent, which declared that “ whenever 
“ the said principal officer ahull be removed 
“ from office by the President of the United 
“ Stales, or in any other case of vacancy,” the 
Chief Clerk should, during such vacancy, 
have charge of the papers of the office. 
1 his 
change having been made for the express 
purpose of declaring the sense of Congress, 
that the President derived the power of remo­ 
val from the constitution, the act as it passed 
has always been considered as a full expres­ 
sion of the sense of the Legislature on the 
this important part of the American constitu­ 
tion 
Vlere then we have the current authority of 
President W ashington, of the Senate, and 
the House of Representatives, numbers of 
whom hud taken an active part in the con­ 
vention which trained the constitution, nud 
in the State conventions, which adopted it, 
that the President derived an unqualified pow­ 
er of removal from that instrument itself, 
which is “ beyond the reach o f Legislative 
authority.” 
Upon this principle the Govern* 
m eat has now been steadily administered for 
about forty-five yeais, during which there 
have been numerous removals made by the 
President or by Ins direction, embracing every 
grade of Executive officers, from the Heads of 
Departments to the messengers of llureaus. 
The Treasury Department, in the discus 
sions ol 1789, was considered on the same 
footing as the other Executive Departments, 
and in the act establishing it, the precise 
words were incorporated indicative of the 
sense of Congress, that the President derives 
his power to remove the Secretary from the 
constitution, which appear in the act estab­ 
lishing the Department of Foreign Affairs,— 
An assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury was 
created, and it was provided that he should 
take charge of the books and papers of the 
Department, “ whenever the Secretary shall 
be removed from office by the President of the 
United States,” 
The Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury being appointed by the President, and be­ 
ing considered as constitutionally removable 
l»y him, it appears never to have occurred to 
aiiy one in the Congress of 1789, or since, un­ 
til very recently, that he was other than an 
Executive officer, the mere instrument of the 
Chief Magistrate in the execution of the laws, 
subject, like all oilier Heads of Departments, 
to his supervision and control. 
No such idea 
as an otfieer of the Congress can be found in

and the President, by any laws th.-y may 
think proper to enact; tln-y « * y prescribe 
in what place particular portions of the pub­ 
lic money shall be kept, and lor what reason 
it shall be removed, as they may direct Hist 
supplies for the army or navy shall be kept in 
particular stores | and it will be the duty of 
the President to see that the law is faithfully 
executed—yet will the custody remain in the 
Executive Department ot the <.overn.no» 
W ere the Congress to assume, with or wit t* 
out a legislative act the power of appointing 
officers independently of the 
1 r‘‘8ld, n t’ 
1 
take the charge and custody of the public 
property contained in the military and naval 
arsenals, magazines, and storehouses, it is >e- 
lieved that such an act would be regarded by 
all as a palpable usurpation of Executive 
power, subversive of the iorm as well as the 
fundamental principles of our Government 
But where is the diflWeuce in 
principle, 
whether the public property be iu the form ot 
arms, munitions of war, and supplies, or m 
gold and silver, or bank notes ? 
None can be 
perceived—none is believed to exist. 
Con- 
pres cannot, therefore, take out of the hands 
of the Executive Department, the custody ot 
the public properly or money, without an as- 
aumpUon of Executive power, and a subver- 
aion of the first principles oi the constitution. 
The Congress of the United states have 
never passed an act imperatively directing that 
the public moneys shall be kept in any par­ 
ticular place or places. 
From the origin ol 
the Government to the year I8l<i, the statue 
book was wholly silent on the subject. 
In 
1780 a Treasurer was created, subordinate to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and through 
him to the ('resident. 
He was required to 
give bond, safely to keep, and faithfully to 
disburse the public moneys, without any direc­ 
tion as to the manner or places in which they 
■ ho Aid be kept. 
By a reference to the prac 
tice of the Government, it is found, that from 
its first organization, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, acting under the supervision of the 
I’resident, designated the places in which the 
public moneys should lie kept, and specially 
directed all’ transfers from place to place. 
This practice was continued, with the silent 
acquiescence of Congress, from 178i> down to 
1816, and although many banks were selected 
and discharged, and although a portion of the 
moneys were first placed in the State Banks, 
and then in the tormer bank ot the United 
States, and upon the dissolution of that, were 
again transferred to tin* Stuff* Banks, no leg­ 
islation was thought necessary by Congress, 
and all the operations were originated and 
perfected by Executive authority. 
1 tie Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, responsible to the 
President, and with his approbation, made 
contracts and arrangements in relation to the 
whole subject matter, which was thus entire­ 
ly committed to the direction ot the 1 resi­ 
dent, under his responsibilities to the AmerU 
can People, and to those who were authorized 
to impeach and punish him for any breach oi 
tins important trust. 
,, 
, 
. 
The act of 18lt*, establishing the Bank ot 
the United States, directed the deposit*, ol 
public money to b© made in ibtil b«mk diid its 
branches, in places in which the said bank 
and branches thereoi may be established, “ un­ 
less the Secretary ot the Treasury should 
otherwise order and direct," in which event, 
he was required to give his reasons to C on­ 
gress. This was but a continuation of Ins pre­ 
existing powers as the Head of an Executive 
Department, to direct where the deposit«, 
should be made, with the superadded obliga­ 
tion oi giving his reasons to Congress for 
making them elsew'here than in the Hank ot 
the United States and its branches. 
It is not 
to be considered that this provision in any 
degree altered the relation between the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury and the President, as 
the responsible Head ot the Executive D e­ 
partment, or released the latter tiom his con­ 
stitutional obligation to “ lake care that the 
laws be iaithtully executed.” 
On the con­ 
trary, it increased his responsibilities, by 
adding another to the long list ot laws which 
U Was his duty to carry into effect. 
It would be an extraordinary result.it, be- 
cause the person charged by law with a pub­ 
lic duty, is one of the Secretaries, it were less 
the duty of the President to see that law 
faithfully executed, than other laws enjoining 
duties upon subordinate officers or private 
citizens. 
It there be any difference, it would 
seein that the obligation is the stronger in 
relation to the former, because the neglect is 
in his presence, and the remedy at hand. 
Jt cannot be doubted llial it was the 
legal duty of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury to order and direct the deposites ot 
the public money to he made elsewhere than 
in the Bank of the United States, vAenecer 
sufficient 
reasons 
existed fo r 
m aking the 
change. 
If, in such a case, he neglected or 
refused to act, he would neglect or refuse to 
execute the law*. 
W hat would then be the 
sworn duty of the President ? 
Could he say 
that the constitution did not bind him to see 
the law tmthfully executed, because it was 
one of his Secretaries, and not himself upon 
whom the service was specially imposed? 
M ight he not be asked whether there was any 
such limitation to Ins obligations prescribed 
in the Constitution ? 
W hether he is not 
equally bound to take care that the laws be 
Faithfully executed, whether 
they 
impose 
duties on the highest officer of ¡State, or the 
lowes* subordinate in any ot the Depart­ 
ments ? 
Might he not be iold, that it was for 
the sole purpose of causing all executive 
officers, from the 
highest to the lowest, 
faithfully to perform the services required ot 
them by law—that the People o f the United 
States have made him their Clilef Magistrate, 
and the constitution has clothed him with the 
entire Executive power of this G overnm ent? 
T he principles implied in these questions ap 
pear too plain to need elucidation. 
But tiere, also, we have a cotcmporaneons 
construction of the act, which shows that it 
was not understood as in any way changing 
the relations between the President and Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, or us placing the 
latter out of Executive control, even in rela­ 


t i o n to the deposites of the public money. 
Nor on this point are we left to any equivocal 
testimony. 
The documents of the Treasury 
Department show that the Secretary of the 
Treasury did apply to the President, and ob* 
»**in 1ns approbation and sanction to the

I iiey also show that trans­ 
fers of the public deposites from the Branches 
of the Bank of the United Stuff* to Stale 
B ulks, at Chilicothe, Cincinnati and Louis­ 
ville, in DIB, were made with the approba­ 
tion of the President, and by Ida authority. 
They show, that upon all important questions 
appertaining to Ins Department, whether they 
related to the public deposites or other mat­ 
ters, it was the constant practice ol the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to obtain for his acts the 


charter, by controlling the elections of the 
People and the action of tin* G overnm ent 
The use of its corporate funds and power in 
that attempt, was iully disclosed ; and it was 
made known to the President that the corpo­ 
ration was putting in train the same course of 
measures, with trie view of making another 
vigorous effort, through an interference in 
the elections of the People, to control public 
opinion ami force the G overnm ent to yield 
to its demands. 
This, with its corruption of 
the press, its violation ol its charter, its exclu­ 
sion ot the Government Directors from its

acts, and the principles on which they were 
founded, were known to all the departments 
of the Governm ent, to Congress, and the 
c o u n try ; and, until very recently, appear 
never io have been called in question. 
T h u s was it settled by the constitution, the 
laws, and the wlmle practice of the Govern­ 
ment, that the entire Executive power is vest­ 
ed in the President of the United States; that 
as incident to that power, the right of appoint­ 
ing and.* removing those officers who are to 
aid him in the execution of the laws, with 
such restrictions only as the constitution pre­ 
scribes, is vested in the I’resident; that the 
Secretary of the Treasury is one of those offi­ 
cers ; that the custody of the public property 
and money is an executive function, which, 
in relation to the money, has always been ex ­ 
ercised through the Secretary of the Treasury 
and tiis subordinates; that in the performance 
of these duties, he is subject to the supervision 
and control of the President, and in all impor­ 
tant measures having relation to them, con­ 
sults the Chief Magistrate, and obtains his 
approval and sanction ; that the law establish­ 
ing the Bank did not, as it could not, change 
the relation between the President and the 
Secretary—did not release the former from 
his obligation to see the law iaithtully exe­ 
cuted’ nor the latter from the President’s su ­ 
pervision ami control *, that afterwards, and 
before, th© Secretary did in lact consult and 
obtain the sanction of the President, to trans­ 
fers and removals of the public deposites; and 
that all departments of the Government, and 
the nation itself approved or acquiesced in 
these acts and principles, as in strict confor­ 
mity with our constitution and laws. 
During the last year, the approaching ter­ 
mination, according to the provision» of its 
charter, and the solemn decision of the Amer­ 
ican People, of the Bank of the United Slates, 
made it expedient, and its exposed abuses and 
corruptions, made it, in my' opinion the duty 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, to place the 
moneys of the United States in other deposi­ 
tories. 
T he Secretary did uot concur in that 
opinion, and declined giving the necessary 
order and direction. 
So glaring were the 
abuses and corruptions of the Bank, so evident 
its fixed purpose to persevere in them, and so 
palpable its design, by its money and power, 
to control the Governm ent and change its 
character, that I deemed it the imperative duty 
of the Executive authority, by the exertion of 
every power confided to it by the constitution 
and laws, to check its career, and lessen its 
ability to do mischief, even in the painful al­ 
ternative o f dismissing the Head of one of the 
Departments. 
At the lime the removal was 
made, oilier causes sufficient to justify it exist­ 
ed ; but if they had not, the Secretary would 
have been dismissed for this cause only. 
His place 1 supplied by one whose opin­ 
ions were well known to me, and whose frank 
expression of them, in another situation, and 
whose generous sacrifices of interest and feel­ 
ing, when unexpectedly called to the station 
b e now occupies, ought forever to have shield­ 
ed his motives from suspicion, and his charac­ 
ter from reproach. 
In accordance with the 
opinions long before expressed by him, he 
proceeded, with rny sanction, to m a k e a r ­ 
r a n g e m e n t s for depositing the moneys ol tfie 
United States in other sate institutions. 
The resolution of the Senate, as oiiginally 
framed, and as passed if it refers to these acts, 
pre supposes a right in that body to interfere 
with ttiis exercise of Executive power. 
It the 
principle Ik; once admitted, it is not difficult to 
perceive wlieie it may end. 
It, by a mere de­ 
nunciation like this resolution, the President 
should ever be indu» d to act, in a matter of 
official duty, contrary to the honest convic­ 
tions of b is own mind, in compliance with the 
wishes of the Senate, the constitu ional inde­ 
pendence ot the Executive Deparment would 
tie as effectually destroyed, and its power as 
effectually transferred to the Senate, as it that 
end had been accomplished by an amendment 
of »he constitution. 
But if the Senate have a 
rio-ht to interfere with ihe Executive powers, 
they have also the right to make that interfer­ 
ence effective ; and if the assertion ot the 
power implied in the resolution be silently 
acquiesced in, we may reasonably apprehend 
i that it will be followed, at some future day, by 
an attempt at actual enforcement. 
The Sen- 


I ate may refust , except on the condition that 
he will surrender his opinions to theirs and 
obey their will, to perform their own constitu­ 
tional functions ; to pass the necessary law s; 
to sanction appropriations proposed by the 
House ot 
Representatives, and to confirm 
proper nominations made by the 1 resident. 
Jt 
has already been maintained (and it not is con­ 
ceivable that the resolution of the Senate can 
be based on any other principle) that the bee 
retary of the 1 reasury is the officer ol Coo

irress, and independent of the ¡'resident; that 
The I’resident has no right to control him, and 
consequently none to remove him. 
W ith the 
same propriety, and on similar grounds, may 
the Secretary of Slate, the Secretaries of W ar 
and the Navy, and the L’ost Master General, 
each in succession, be declared independent 
of the President, the subordinates of Congress, 
and removable only with the concurrence ol 
the Senate. 
Followed to its consequences, 
this principle w ill be found effectually to de­ 
stroy one co-ordinate Department of the G ov­ 
ernm ent, to concentrate in the hands of the 
Senate the whole Executive power, and to 
leave the President as powerless as he would 
be useless—the shadow o f authority, after the 
substance had departed 
The time and occasion which have called 
forth the resolution of the Senate, seem to 
impose upon me an additional obligation not 
to pass over it in silence. 
Nearly forty-live 
years had the President exercised, without a 
question as to his rightful authority, those 
powers for the recent assumption of which he 
is now denounced. 
T he vicissitudes of peace 
and war had attended our G o v ern m en t; vio­ 
lent parties, watchful to take advantage of any 
steming usurpation on the part of the Execu 
live, had distracted our counsels; lrequent 
removals, or forced resignations, in 
every 
sense tantamount to removals, had been made 
| ot the Secretary and other officers of the 
i Treasury ; and y a t, in no one instance is it 
| know n, that m,y man, whether patriot or 
! partitaQ, had raised his voice against it as u 
! violation of the Constitution. 
T he expedien- 
; cy and justice of such changes, in reference 
! to public officers of all grades, have frequently 
been the topics of discussion ; but the consti- 
' tutmnal right of the President to appoint, 
control, and remove the Head of the Treasury, 
, as well as all other Departments, seems to 
t have been universally conceded. 
And what 
is the occasion upon which other principles 
have been first officially asserted ? 
Ih e Bank 
I of the United States, a great moneyed monop- 


pve tens ion«, made it, in the opinion of the 
President, incompatible witii the public inter­ 
est and the safety of our institutions, that it 
should be longer,employed ns the fiscal agent ' 
of the Treasury. 
A Secretary of the Treasu- j 
ry, appointed in the recess of the Senate, who 
had not been confirmed by that body, and 
whom the I’resident might or might not at his 
pleasure nominate to them,refused to do what 
his superior in the Executive Department 
considered the most imperative of his duties, 
and became in fact, however innocent his 
motives, the protector of the Bank. 
And on 
this occasion it is discovered for the first time, 
that those who framed Ihe constitution misun­ 
derstood it; that the first Congress and all its 
successors have been under a delusion ; that 
the practice of near forty-five years, is but u 
continued usurpation ; that the Secretary ot 
the Treasury is not responsible to the Presi­ 
d en t; and that to remove hitn is a violation 
of the constitution and laws, for which the 
President deserves fo stai d lorever dishonor­ 
ed on the journals of the Senate. 
T here are also some other circumstance* 
connected with the discussion and passage ot 
the resolution, to which 1 feel it to be, not only 
my right, but my duty, to refer. 
Jt appears 
by the journal of the Senate, that among the 
twenty-six Senators who voted lor the resolu­ 
tion on its final passage, and who fiad support­ 
ed it in debate, in its original form, were cne 
of the Senators from the Slate of Maine, the 
two Senators from New Jersey, and one of 
the Senators from Ohio. 
It also appears by 
the same journal, and by the files of the 
Senate, that the Legislatures of these States 
had severally expressed their opinions in re­ 
spect to the Executive proceedings drawn in 
question before tire Senate 
The two branches ot the Legislature of the 
State of Maine, on tho 25th of January, 1834, 
passed a preamble and series ol resolutions in 
the following words;— 
it VVhereas,at an early period after the elec­ 
t i o n of Andrew Jackson to the Presidency, 
“ in accordance with the sentiments which he 
“ had uniformly expressed, the attention of 
“ Congress was called to the constitutionality 
“ and expediency of the renewal of the char­ 
t e r of the U. S. Bank: And whereas, the 
“ Bank has ttanscended its chartered limits in 
“ the management ot its business transactions, 
“ and lias abandoned the object of its creation, 
“ by engaging in political controversies, by 
“ wielding its power and influence to embar- 
“ rass the administration ot the General G ov­ 
e r n m e n t, and by bringing insolvency and 
“ distress upon the commercial community : 
“ And whereas, the public security from sucli 
“ an institution consists less in its present pe- 
“ cuniary capacity to discharge its liabilities 
“ than in the fidelity with which the trusts 
“ reposed in it have been executed: And 
“ whereas, the abuse and misapplication of the 
“ powers conferred have destroyed the couii- 
“ dence of the public in the officers ot the 
“ Bank, and demonstrated that such powers en­ 
d a n g e r the stability of republican institutions : 
“ Therefore, Resolved, T h a t in the removal of 
“ the public deposites from the Bank of the 
“ United States, as well as in the manner of 
“ their r e m o v a l , we r e c o g n i z e in the adininis- 
“ Iration an adherence to constitutional rights, 
“ and the performance of a public duty. 
“ Resolved, T hat this Legislature entertain 
“ the same opinion as heretofore expressed by 
“ preceding Legislatures of this State, that the 
“ Bank ot the United States ought not to bo 
“ rechartered. 
“ Resolved, T hat the Senators of this State 
“ in the Congress ot the United States be in­ 
c l u d e d , and the Representatives be request­ 
e d , to oppose the restoration ot the deposites 
“ and the renewal of the charter of the United 
“ States Bank.” 
O n the U th of January, 1834, the House ot 


A s s e m b l y and Council composing the Legis­ 
lature of the Stale of New Jersey, passed a 
preamble and a series of resolutions in the fol­ 
lowing words* 
“ Whereas the present crisis in our public 
“ affairs calls for a decided expression of tho 
“ voice of the people of this State : and where* 
“ as we consider it the undoubted right of the 
“ Legislature of the several States to instruct 
“ those who represent their interests in the 
“ councils of the nation, in all matters which 
“ intimately concern the public weal, and may 
‘affect the happiness or well being of the 
‘people : Therefore 
“ 1. Be it resolved by the Council and Gen- 
“ erai Assembly of this State, I hat while we ac- 
“ knowledge with feelings ot devout gratitude 
“ our obligations to the great Ruler ot nations 
“ for his mercies to us as a people, that we 
“ have been preserved alike from foreign war, 
“ from the evils of internal commotions, and 
“ the machinations of designing and ambitious 
“ men who would prostrate the fair fabric ot 
“ our Union ; that we ought, nevertheless, to 
“ humble ourselves in his presence and iin- 
“ plore His aid for the perpetuation of our re­ 
p u b lic a n institutions, and for a continuance 
“ of that unexampled prosperity which our 
“ country has hitherto enjoyed. 
“ 2. Resolved, T hat we have undnmnished 
“ confidence in the integrity and firmness of 
“ the venerable patriot who now holds the dis­ 
t i n g u i s h e d post of the C hief Magistrate of 
“ this nation, and wh se purity of purpose and 
“ elevated motives have so often received the 
“ unqualified approbation of a large majority 
“ of his fellow ciLisens. 
“ 3. Resolved, T hat we view with agitation 
“ and alarm the existence of a great moneyed 
“ incorporation, which threatens to embarrass 
“ the operations of the Government, und by 
“ means of its unbounded influence upon the 
“ currency of the country, to scatter distress 
“ and rum throughout the community ; and, 
“ that we therefore, solemnly believe the pres- 
“ ent Bank ot the United States ought not to 
“ be rechartered. 
“ 4. Risolved, T hat our Senators in Congress 
“ be instructed, and our members of the House 
“ at Representatives be requested to sustain, 
“ by their votes and influence, the course a- 
“ dopted by the Secretary of the Treasury, Mr 
“ T aney, In relation to the Bank of the United 
“ Staffs and the deposites o f the Government 
“ money*, believing as we do the course of 
“ the Secretary to have been constitutional, 
“ and that the public good required its adop­ 
t a n . 
« 5. Resolved, T hat the Governor be re- 
“ qtiesled to forward a copy of the above reso- 
“ lutions to each ot our Senators and Repre­ 
s e n ta tiv e s from this State in the Congress of 
44the United States." 
On the 21st day of February last, the L eg­ 
islature of the same State, reiterated the opin­ 
ions and instructions before given, by joint 
resolutions, in the following w ords: 
“ Resolved by the Council and General As-

It is thus seen that four Senators have de­ 
clared by their votes that the President, in 
the late Executive proceedings in relation to 
the revenue, had been guilty of the impeacha­ 
ble offence of “ assuming upon himself au­ 
t h o r i t y and power not conferred by the con* 
“ stitution and laws, but in derogation of both, 
whilst the Legislatures of their respective 
States had deliberately approved those very 
proceedings, as consistent with the constitu­ 
tion, and demanded by the public good. 
If 
these four votes had been given in accoid 
ance with the sentiments of the Legislatures, 
as above expressed, there would have been 
but twenty-four votes out ot forty-six for cen 
suring the President and the unprecedented 
record of his conviction could not have been 
placed upon tlic journals o< Ike benate. 
_ 
In thus referring to the resolutions and in 
Btructions of the State Legislatures, I disclaim 
and repudiate all authority or design to inter­ 
fere with the responsibility due from members 
of the Senate to their own consciences, their 
constituents, and their country. 
Ih e facts 
now stated belong to the history of these pro 
ceedings, and are impor!.ant to the just devel 
opement of the principles and interests in 
volved in them, as well as to the proper vin 
dication of the Executive D ep artm en t; and 
with that view, and that view only, are they 
here made the topic of remark 
T he dangerous tendency of the doctrine 
which denies to the President the power of 
supervising, 
directing, 
and removing the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in like manner 
with the other Executive officers, would soon 
be manifest in practice, were the doctrine to 
be established. 
The President is the direct 
representative of the American People, but 
the Secretaries are not. 
If the Secretary of 
the Treasury be independent of the President 
iu the execution of the laws, then is there no 
direct responsibility to the People in that im­ 
portant branch of this Government, to winch 
is committed the care of the national finances. 
And it is in the power of the Bank ot the U. 
States, or any other corporation, body of men, 
or individuals, if a Secretary shall be found to 
accord with them in opinion, or can be in­ 
duced in practice to promote their views, to 
control, through him, the whole action of the 
Government, (so far as it is exercised by his 
Department,) in defiance of the Chief Magis­ 
trate elected by the People and responsible to 
them. 
. 
, 
But the evil tendency of the particular doc­ 
trine adverted to, though sufficiently serious, 
would be as nothing in comparison with the 
pernicious consequences which would inevit­ 
ably flow from the approbation and allowance 
by the People, and th# practice by the Senate, 
of the' unconstitutional power of arraigning 
and censuring the official conduct of the E x­ 
ecutive, in the manner recently pursued. 
Such proceedings are eminently calculated to 
unsettle the foundations of the G overnm ent; 
to disturb the harmonious action of its differ­ 
ent Departments, and 
to break down the 
checks and balances by which the wisdom ot 
its framers sought to ensure its stability und 
usefulness. 
, . 
The honest differences of opinion which 
occasionally exist between the Senate and the 
President, in regard to matters in which both 
are obliged to participate, are sufficiently em ­ 
barrassing. 
But if the course recently adopt­ 
ed by the“ Senate shall hereafter be frequently 
pursued, it is not only obvious that the har­ 
mony of the relations between the I’resident 
and the Senate will be destroyed, but that 
other and graver effects will ultimately ensue. 
If the censures of the Senate be submitted to 
by the President, the confidence of the People 
in his ability and virtue, and the character 
and usefulness of his administration, will soon 
be at an end, and the real power of the Gov­ 
ernm ent will fall into the hands of a body, 
holding their offices for long terms, not elected 
by the People, and not to them directly respon­ 
sible. 
If, on the other hand, the illegal cen­ 
sures of the Senate should he resisted by trie 
President, collisions and angry controversies 
might ensue, discreditable in ibotr progress, 
and in the end compelling the i eople to acopt 
the conclusion, either that their Chief i lagis- 
trate was unworthy of their respect, or that 
the Senate was chargeable with calumny and 
injustice. 
Either of these results would im­ 
pair public confidence in the perfection of the 
system, and lead to serious alterations oi its 


form of 
power would be established on 
the ruins of the constitution, or the Slates be 
broken into separate communities. 
Far be it from me to charge or to insinuate 
that the present Senate of the United States’ 
intend, in the most distant way, to encourage 
such a result. 
Jt is not of the motive« or de­ 
signs, but only of the tendency of their acts 
that it is my duty to speak. 
It is, if pos*ible 
to make Senators themselves sensible of the 
danger which lurks under the precedent set 
in liieir resolution ; and at any rate to perform 
my duty, as the respoesihle Head of one of the 
coequal Departments of the Government, that 
1 have been compelled to point out the con­ 
sequences to which the discussion and pas 
sago of the resolution may lead, if the ten­ 
dency of tke measure be not checked in it« 
inception. 
It is due to the high trust with which 1 
have been 
charged ; to those who may be 
called to succeed me in i t ; to the Representa­ 
tives of the People, whose constitutional pre­ 
rogative has been unlawfully assumed ; to the 
People and to the States ; and to the constitu­ 
tion they have established ; 
that I should not 
permit its provisions to be broken down by 
such an attack on the Executive Department, 
without at least some effort “ to preserve, pro­ 
tect, and defend” them. 
W ith this view, and 
for the reasons which have been stated, I do 
hereby s o l e m n l y p r o t e s t against the afore­ 
mentioned proceedings of the Senate, as un­ 
authorized by the constitution ; contrary to its 
spirit, and to several of its express provisions, 
subversive of that distribution of the powers of 
government which it has ordained and estab­ 
lished ; destructive of the checks and safe­ 
guards by which those powers were intended 
on the one hand, to be controlled, and on the 
other to be protected ; and calculated by their 
immediate and collateral effects, by their 
character and tendency to concentrate in the 
hands of a body, not directly amenable to the 
People, a degree of influence and power dan­ 
gerous to their liberties, and fatal to the con­ 
stitution of their choice. 
The resolution of the Senate contains an 
imputation upon my private as well as upon 
my public character; and as it must stand 
forever on their journals, I cannot close this 
substitute for that defence which 1 have not 
been allowed to present in the ordinary form, 
without remarking, that I have lived in vain, 
if it be necessary to enter into a formal vindi­ 
cation of my character and purposes from such 
an imputation. 
In vain do 1 bear upon my 
person enduring memorials of that contest in 
which American liberty was purchased—in 
vain have 1 since periled property, fame, and 
life, in defence of the rights and privileges 
so dearly bought— in vain am I now, with­ 
out a personal aspiration, or the hope of 
individual advantage, encountering respon­ 
sibilities and dangers, from which, by mere 
inactivity in relation 
to a single point, I 
might 
have been exempt—if any serious 
doubts can be entertained as to the purity 
of my purposes and motives. 
If I had Been 
ambitions, 1 should have sought an alliance 
with that powerful institution, which even 
now aspires to no divided empire. 
It 1 ha 
been venal, 1 should have sold myself to its 
designs—had 1 preferred personal comfort and 
official ease to the performance of my arduous 
duty, 1 should have ceased to molest it. 
In the history of conquerors and usurpers, 
never, in the fire of youth, nor in the vigor ot 
manhood, eould I find an attraction to lure 
rne from the path of duty ; and now, 1 shall 
scarcely find an inducement to commence 
their career of ambition, when gray hairs 
and a decaying frame, instead ot inviting o 
toil and battle, call ine to the contemplation 
of other worlds, where conquerors cease to 
be honored, and usurpers expiate their crimes. 
The only ambition 1 can feel, is to acquit my­ 
self to Him to whom I must soon render an 
account of my stewardship, to serve iny fel- 
low-men, and live respected and honored in 
the history of my country. 
No; the ambition 
which leads me on, is an anxious desire and a 
fixed determination, to return to the people, 
unimpaired, the sacred trust they have con­ 
fided to my charge—to heal the wounds o 
the constitution and preserve it trom further 
violation ; to persuade my countrymen, so tar 
us 1 may, that it is not in a splendid Govern* 
ment, supported by powerful monopolies an 
aristocratical establishments, that they 
find happiness, or their liberties proteeuo , 
but in a plain system, void ot pomp—pru 1 
ing all, and granting favors to 
pensing its blessings like the dews o 
en, unseen and unfelt, save m the re 
and beauty they contribute to produce, 
such a Govrenment that the genius 
. 
l’eople requires—such an one on^ly 
which cur States may remain for afees 
come, united, prosperous, and free. 
. 
If the Almighty-Being who has h.lherto 
sustained and protected me, will iu 
(aj 
safe to make my feeble powersi ins r 
to such a result, I shall anticipate with,P 
ure the place to be assigned me in 
of iny country, anJ die cont«.* 
belief, that I have contributed in 
. 
the 
degree, to increase the value and prolong 
duration, of American Liberty.
